Washington, Jan. 22.— By a vote 
of 10!) to 80 the House yesterday aft­ 
ernoon, sitting as a committee on 
the whole, rejected a motion made 
by Mr. Rnndell to incorporate in the 
criminal code a section making it 
a felony for a member of Congress. 
accept a gift or employment from 
a public service corporation or a cor­ 
poration doing an interstate busi­ 
ness. 
Previously, by a vote of 82 to 56, 
the House rejected Mr. Randell’s 
other proposition, making it a penal 
offense for a member of Congress or 
of the Federal judiciary to accept a 
pass. 
All the Democrats except four 
voted for l>oth these propositions, 
and the opposition vote was made by 
the Republicans. Every Texas mem­ 
ber present stood up when the ayes 
were called, but several of them were 
absent.. 
Judge Hardy of Texas supported 
Mr. Randell in a vigorous speech. 
With that exception 
Mr. 
Rnndell 
made the fight alone, and acquitted 
himself well. 
Mr. Randell declared that if what 
lie proposed was already a law* not a 
man in the House would dare to 
vote for its repeal. 
Congress, he 
said, ought to be composed of men 
who arc not only honest, hut of men 
who can act disinterestedly. 
• “ It would seem,” he continued, 
“that a sense of propriety, consider­ 
ations of ethics, m ight be sufficient; 
hut it i^ well known that a sense of 
propriety does not prevent, not only 
some, hut many men from accepting 
employment from public service cor­ 
poration. N ot only a few, but many 
men receive gifts from public serv­ 
ice corporations. 
To receive a gift 
is to put yourself under obligation 
to the man who gives it to you. 
It 
is understood among men of high 
moral character as well as among 
men of low moral character that 
when they accept a gift they are ex­ 
pected to return a favor if the op­ 
portunity offers. 
Members of Con­ 
gress should not only do what is 
right, but they should avoid the ap­ 
pearance of evil.”

SENSATIONAL TALK IS RIFE

Rio Janeiro, «j[an. 19.—The Bra- 
/...ian police have discovered an an­ 
archist plot here having as its ob­ 
ject the destruction of part of the 
American fleet now lying in the har­ 
bor. 
The conspiracy, while center­ 
ing in Rio Janeiro and Pe.trojmlis, 
has ramifications in 
Rio Janeiro 
and Minas Geracs. 
An individual named Jean Fcd- 
her, who resided in Petropolis, was 
the chief conspirator here, although 
it is understood that foreign anar­ 
chists are deeply involved 
in the 
plot. 
Fedher is believed to have 
fled to Sao Paulo, and police who 
know him have been sent to that 
place for the purpose of apprehend­ 
ing him. 
As yet the people of Brazil are 
ignorant of the details of the plot 
to do injury to*the visiting warships, 
although there has been some slight 
inkling of the jnatter. 
The impres­ 
sion which the exposure of this plot 
will create here will be a profound 
one, because it is the first anarchist­ 
ic conspiracy that has ever been 
known in Brazil. 
The police of Sao Paulo have sent 
word that they are on the track of 
the malefactors, who, they declare, 
will not be able to reach Rio de 
Janeiro. 


John R. Walah Sentenced. 


Chicago, III.: 
John R. Walsh, 
former President of the defunct 
Chicago, National Bank, was Satur­ 
day found guilty of the misappropri­ 
ation of the funds of that institu­ 
tion. 
The penalty under the law 
for the crime is imprisonment for a 
period of not less* than five years 
nor more than ten on each count. 
This does not perm it the substitu­ 
tion of a fine for the prison term. 
He was found guilty on fifty-four 
counts. 
A new* trial is sought. 


Harvester Trust Fined. 


Topeka, K an.: 
Judge Dana, in 
the Shawnee, County District Court 
here, has assessed a fine of $12,500 
against the International Harvester 
Company, which the Court found 
guilty on forty-three counts of vi­ 
olating the Kansas anti-trust law. 
The maximum fine is $1000 a count 
and the minimum $100. 
The com­ 
pany has been given a stay of exe­ 
cution for sixty days to prepare a 
case for the Supreme Court.

The new organization is styled the 
Texas State Prohibit ion Federation, 
and will have headquarters in Dal­ 
las. The Texas Local Option Asso­ 
ciation, the Anti-Saloon league of 
Texas, the Womens’ Christian Tem­ 
perance Union and the Prohibition 
party of Texas have joined forces in 
the movement, and are pledged to 
co-opcrate in every way possible. 
Each of them announce, however, 
that it will continue its respective 
line of work.

The negro fell at the door of the 
vault with five bullets in him, and 
begged for mercy. He was hurried 
to the jail through the crow'ds that 
were clamoring to take him into their 
hands, and the officers succeeded in 
placing Walker in the prison only 
because of statements from a physi­ 
cian that the negro was in a dying 
condition. Walker received a bullet 
in the right hip, one in the right 
leg and two in the left leg.

My experience with cement blocks 
has proved to my mind that they u p* 
unfit for use In poultry houses. 
The 
poultrymen wish to uvoid as far as 
possible all dampness, and what few 
cement blocks I have used on my build­ 
ings have been more or less porous. 
They would absorb moisture, and In 
wet weather to a degree which would 
allow It to go througli the block, even 
though the blocks had considerable 
hollow space for circulation. It is pos­ 
sible that if the blocks were made with 
a very large proportion of cement aud 
a little saud this might to a certain 
degree be overcome. 
But I would 
under no circumstances use them for 
poultry bouses or advise others to do 
so.—S. S. In Rural New Yorker.

Fed her is believed to. have 
fled to Sao Paulo, and police who 
know him have been sent to that 
place for the purpose of apprehend­ 
ing him. 
As yet the people of Brazil are 
ignorant of the details of the plot 
to do injury tcrthe visiting warships, 
although there has been some slight 
inkling of the .matter. 
The impres­ 
sion which the exposure of this plot 
will create here will be a profound 
one, because it is the first anarchist­ 
ic conspiracy that 
has 
ever 
been 
known in Brazil. 
I he police of Sao Paulo have sent 
word that they are on the track of 
the malefactors, who, they declare, 
will not be able to reach Rio de 
J arieiro.

My experience with cement blocks 
has proved to my mind that they aro 
unfit for use iii poultry houses. 
Tho 
poultry men wish to avoid as fa r as 
possible all dampness, and w hat few* 
cement blocks I have used on my build­ 
ings have been more or less porous. 
They would absorb moisture, aud iii 
wet w eather to a degree which would 
allow it to go through the block, even 
though the blocks find considerable 
hollow space for circulation. 
It is pos­ 
sible that if the blocks were made with 
a very large proportion of cement aud 
a little sand this might to a certain 
degree be overcome. 
But 
I 
would 
tinder no circum stances use them for 
poultry houses or advise others to do 
so.—S. S. in Rural New Yorker.
